Gen. Grant has sailed for Oregon.

The Indian war situation continues 


grave. The Governor of Colorado has 
been appealed to for arms and ammu- 
nition, which the settlers arc anxious to 
use against the redskins. 
Gen. Crook 


strongly censures the Indian policy, and 
regards it as indirectly responsible for 
the outbreak. 


The election in Colorado on the 7th 


was for a Supreme Jadge and count}- offi- 
cers. The day passed very quietly, not 
more than half the votes being polled. 
The returns come in very slowly, but 
the indications are that the Republicans 
have carried everything. 


Ex-Governor Routt, Chairman of tho 


Republican State Committee, estimates 
the majority for Beck for Supremo 
Judge at nearly 5,000, a gain of 2,000 
over last year's vote. 
In Arrapahoe 


county the Republicans have elected 
every man, as also in Gilpin, Weld and 
Darimer; in Las Animas the Democrats 
fall behind last year's vote about 200. 
There was little interest in the contest, 
ns the State ticket contained but one 
name, that of Beck. 


The banks of Boston appear to be in 


a flourishing condition. On the 1st of 
the present month they paid out $1,- 
200,000 in semi-annual dividends. The 
miscellaneous dividends of that city, 
paid on the same date, aggregated $3,- 
008,095 in addition 


The Assessor of Eureka county raised
